Head Constable Hasam Chela of Bbavnagar DirtLiict Police 
was posted trinpoianly at Plpanli village on 2nd June 1900 
to collect in format ion about the movements of the gang of 
Ramji Laloo. a notorious tiiniinal. On 1 5th July 1980, Village 
Policeman Bhaya Jadav of Saivedi village received information 
that Ramji La loo and his two companions were seen res Ling 
in a held near the village. He immediately sent a messenger to 
Pipardi to pass on this information to Head Constable Hasam 
Ghela. On reccipL of the information Head Constable Hasam 
Ghela immediately collected two village police olhccis and 
two othei village! s and proceeded to the held. He did not 
find the criminals in the held but followed their (racks, As the 
party reached die outskirts of SarvedJ village, the Head 
Constable saw Ramji Laloo and two others talking to Shri 
Bhaya Jadav who, alter passing the information to the Head 
Constable, had come there to await the arrival of the Police 
party 

Head Constable Hasam Chela challenged Ramji Laloo and 
ordered him to drop the D. B. gun he was carrying. Ramji 
Laloo replied by firing at the Head Constable. The Head 
Constable returned the hre whereupon Raraji Laloo and his 
companions took to their heels and hid in a deep and wide 
pit. When the Head Constable and his parLy appioarhed, 
Ramji Laloo and the other two criminals came out of die 
pit and ran in different directions leaving behind a loaded 
pistol and two cloth bags ion tabling articles of disguise. As 
it was not possible to pin sue all of them. Head Constable 
Hasam Ghela and his paity t based only the leader. Ramp 
Laloo, who again hied at the police party. 

Alter a lung chase Ramji Laloo was overpowered and 
arrested. A 12 bole D. B ( Gun and a .82 Pistol and a large 
quantity of ammunition were recovered from the ciimlnals. 

In this encounter Shri Hasam Chela exhibited conspicuous 
coinage and leadejship and devotion to duty of a high order. 

This awaid is made ioi gallantly undei itilc 4 ( 1 ) of the 
rules governing die aw.nd of (he Police Medal and consequently 
carries with it the special allowance admissible to officers of 
and below the iank of Inspector of Police as provided In 
rule 5. *
